t Having 
determined after a 


thorough Investigation that wild 
waterfowl of the state are in dan- 
ger of depletion or extermination 
and requlfe additional protection, 
.the conservation council of Ohio 
baa changed the time and length 
of opening season for a period of 
'four years, Ferd M. Pickens, clerk 
of courts, and state game wardens 
have been advised. 


Under the new regulation for 


,'four years commencing on June 


26, 1931, all dates 
inclusive, it 


shall be lawful for a person to 


. take wild water-fowl only during 
the open' season, except Sunday,

Man-O'War Bird, Wood Duck, 
Eider Ducks, Swans. Ibises, Dit- 
terns Herons and Cranes," J. S. 
Guthery, director 
of agriculture 


and A. F. Moon, chairman of the 
conservation council, have said. 


"Wilson's Snipe and the Wood- 


cock are the only shore birds 
that may be legally taken during 
the fall open season. 


"Waterfowl with an open season 


may be taken with the aid of a 
dog, the use of the common shoul- 
der gun without silencer and not 
larger than ten gauge." 


No hunter will be permitted to 


use airplanes, 
power boats, sail 


boats or other floating device for 
the 
purpose 
of 
concentrating, 


driving, rallying or stirnng-up 
waterfowl. 


Any person may take as many 


fowl in one day during the open 
season as the legal number which 
numbers shall include all birds 
taken by any other persoa-wio- 
for hire accompanies or assists 
him in taking the wild waterfowl. 
Wild waterfowl shall not be pur- 
sued or killed by the use of au- 
tomobiles.

EFICITS, usually most an- 
noying', can be useful.

Operation of the parcels post 


branch of the postal service at a 
loss running- into the millions is 
responsible for the extension of the 
weight and bulk limits on parcel 
post matter. Business and individ- 
ual users will benefit 


The parcels post limitation of 


S* inches in combined length and 
width, and weight limit of 50 
pounds for shipments beyond a 300 
mile radius, prevented the shipment 
by parcels post of many bulky but 
comparatively light-weight pack- 
ages which the service could have 
earned at a profit. The new limits 
of 100 inches and 70 pounds in all 
zones open this trasportation ser- 
vice to a large class of shipments 
to the mutual benefit of both the 
shippers and the 
postoffice de- 


partment. 


In 1926 the postal deficit at- 


tributable to parcel post was a 
little less than three millions, 
Three years later it was 20 millions, 
•which was cut the following year 
to 15 millions. By the simple ex- 
pedient of extending the service to 
larger and heavier packages the 
department expected to add five 


to its revenue the first
